Ho tHE ACGOUSED WAS FREED - 
TWREW JUDGE AND PROSECUTOR. 


Federal Officers, Who Had Jurisdictien 


Originally, Denounce the Injustice of 
the Disposition of the Case—Tweanty- 
three Witnesses Mysteriously Disap- 
pear—A Release From the Work- House 
Which Should Be Investigated. 


The 18th day of last March, George How- 
ard, a colored deckhand on the steamer 
Idlewild, was struck on the head with a bar 
of iron, four feet long, two inches thick, and 
weighing more than twenty pounds. The 
following day the steamer arrived at St. 
Louis. William Carroll, the second mate, 
was arrested. Before the United States 
Commissioner nearly a score of witnesses 
testified that Carroll hurled the missile. 
March 23 Howard died from hisinjury. An 
inquest was held that day and twenty-three 
witnesses appeared before the Coroner, Ten 
Gays later Carroll was brought before 
the Court of Criminal Correction to answer a 
charge of murder in the second degree. All 
of the witnesses suOp@mnacd dy the State 
were on hand, At the request of Prosecuting 
Attorney Dierkes the hearing was postponed. 
Five successive continwances were granted. 
June 22 the case was again called and the 
State presented Dut two of the original twen- 
ty-three witnesses. Only one of thetwo ac- 
knowledged that he saw the blow struck and 
Judge Claiborne discharged the prisoner. 

The papers in the case that are on 
file in the office of the Olerk 
of the Court of Criminal Oor- 
rection show that the only attempt 
that was ever made by Mr. Dierses to find 
the witnesses was on April (. when a daten 
of subpoenas were given to the sheriff to 


serve. 

Mr. Dierkes had the entire machinery of 
the Court of Criminal Oorrection st his com- 
mandto locate every witness wanted and 
compel their attendance in court, but he 
used no part of it after the first ‘natch of 
sub nas were served. According to his 
own admission, he waited until Judge Clai- 
bore gave him twenty-four hoers to produce 
his witnesses, the court threatening ao Se. 
charge the Stata Was not 
ready at the expiration of that . Then 
it was that he sent a police officer “to the 
Work-house for Tom Adams, Lynch Collins 
and Aleck all of whom 
were on the George 
Howard was murdered. Two of them 
gave important testimony at the inquest. It 
may be that Mr. Dierkes was betrayed by hie 
messenger. It certainly looks that way, for 
the policeman took the alleged murderer 
with himandalsoa man who as 
the friend and backer of Carroll ever since 
he got into trouble. It is a curicus colnci- 
dence that this friend, Martin O'Neill, — 
deen a personal friend of Judge Clal 
for thirty years, so close a friend, inf — 
that at his request the Judge commuted the 
sentence of Gilles, one of the witnesses for 
the State against Oarroli. 

This policeman whom Mr. Dierkes selected 
for his messenger not only took the accused 
and his friend to the Work-hbouse, but he per- 
mitted them to set free, by paying a small 
Ane, one of the witnesses whom Mr. Dierkes 
sent uim for. This was Tom Adams, who 
testified at the Coroner’s inquest that Oar- 
roll admitted in his presence to having 
buried the bar of iron that gxilied 
Howard. The policeman returned to 
Mr. Dierkes and reported that Adams 
Knew nothing about the case. He 
said nothing, or at least Mr. Dierkes says he 
did, about Adams havi been liberated 
from the Work-house, and Mr. Dierkes ac- 
cepted his statement that Adams knew noth- 
ing about the case without a question, 
though he must have known the policeman 
was not reporting facts if he has ever taken 
the trouble to read the transcript of the in- 


quest.

Sante Coclly Refuses to Discuss His

Panis, June . — Tue funeral train, bearing 
the remains of the murdered President of the 
Republic of France, arrived here at 8:10 a. m. 
The Prefect of th} Seine, M. Poudbelle and his 
staf; the Prefect of Police, M. Loze, and 
his staff, the railroad officials and Gen. 
Saussier, the military governor of Faris, 
with bis statt metthe body at the station, 
which was heavily draped. The ceremonies 
at the ratiroad terminus, however, were 
private and consisted only in the formal 
transfer of the remainsto the Prefect of the 
Seine. 

The casket was placed in a hearse in the 
presence of the officials mentioned and the 
officers of the late President's military 
household, headed by Gen. Borius, chief of 
the military household; Capt. Jaureguiberry 
and Col. Chamoin, and escorted to the Elysee 
Palace followed by five carriages, including a 
landau, which was occupied by Mme. Carnot 
and her three sons. 

AT THE ELYSE. 

At the Palace,the body was received by the 
officers of the late President's civil house- 
hold and conveyed to one of the recept ion- 
rooms which had previously been converted 
info a mortuary chapel, dune with biack 
cloth and having a catafalque in its center 
upon whieh, in silver letters was the initial 
O.“ over the letters R. J. (Republique 
Francaise. ) 

INTENSE FEELING AGAINST FOREIGNERS.

It 
will soon be placed upon a catafalquein the 
courtyard of the Elysee, there to lie in state 
until Sunday, when it will be escorted, with 
much ceremony, tothe Pantheon and placed 
beside the remains of the late President's 
grandfather, Lazare Oarnot. 

Mme. Carnot has received a sympathetic 
telegram from the Ogar. 

DUPUY A CANDIDATS. 

Several members of the Chamber of 
Deputies have asked Premier Dupuy if he is 
a candidate for the Presidency, and he has 
replied ,that his candidacy has been too 
freely mentioned for months past, for him 
not to come forward during the present 
critical stage in the affairs of France. He 
felt encouraged, he said, by the thought that 
this juncture required more devotedness 
than ambition to seek an honorwhich was 
fraught with such weighty respongibilities. 

DIED FROM THE SHOCK. 
Amon those who witnessed the arrival of 
the body of President Oarnot atthe Palace 
this morning were the head servants of the 
President’s household, including his coach- 
man. The latter, who was greatly attached 
to the President. was so affect when be 
saw the coffin carried into the Palace that be 
fell insensible and has since died trom the 
shock.

THE ZIRGENHEIN INDICTMENT. 

The indictment of Collector Zlegenhein 
and three of his deputies—Ungar, Davis 
and Troll—is the beginning of the final 
victory in the long struggle against law- 
less crookedness in the Collector’s office 
which the Pdost-DisPaToH inaugurated 
and conducted for the people of St. Louis. 

Crookedness in the Collector’s office did 
not begin with the administration of Zie- 
genhein. It was the inevitable conse- 
quence of the vicious system which made 
the collector both Assessor and Oollector of 
license revenue without check upon his 
will or his accounts. The Post-DIsPaToH 
made its first attack upon the system in 
which all the abuses and crimes which 
have followed were bound up. 

The offense of Ziegenhein which led to 
his present predicament is that he gave all 
the viclous features of this bad system 
free rein. He permitted unscrupulous 
men to develop all the abuses 
and crookedness of which the sys- 
tem was capable. Me let his 
unchecked power be abused for per- 
sonal gain and political ends. He used it 
to build up a political machine at the ex- 
pense of the people, to trample on the 
legal rights of the people and to deny both 
press and people the right of free exami- 
nation of public recerds. 

The results of this denial of public right 
and shielding of lawlessness were indi- 
cated when, under the prompting of the 
Post-DispatToH, the Legislature took the 
first substantial step toward reform by 
creating the office of Excise Commissioner. 
The revelations of one year’s work of 
this office compelled an honest investiga- 
tion of the Collector’s office by the Grand- 
jury. Under this investigation Ziegen- 
hein’s entanglement with corrupt ele- 
ments brought him to the pitiful plea 
that the official records of his office de- 
manded by the Grand-jury could not be 
found, and his indictment for the crime 
of embezzlement found by twelve good 
citizens followed. 

‘This beginning of the work of reform in 
the Collector’s office was obtained against 
tremendous odds and after several succes- 
sive failures which made it appear that 
law and justice were helpless under the 
heel of political influences. Cowardice 
and treachery in and out ot office com- 
bined to defeat the enforcement of law, 

A long step to this end has been gained 
by the Grand-jury’s sction. The way has 
been opened for further investigation, 
which should end in taking the adjust- 
ment of merchants’ licenses out of the 
hands of the Collector and his deputies, 
The performance of duty by the proper 
authority will promptly give the Colleo- 
tor’s office an admihistration which will 
uncover all the evidence of guilt concealed 
therein, and lead to the application of 
better checks than have been hitherto im- 
posed on the administration of the Col- 


The facts so far discovered in connection 
with the murder of President Carnot leave

Judge Claiborne refers to him as a 
friend of thirty years’ standing and he 
felt moved to commutethe work-house 
sentence at the request of a man he had 
known so long. But he knew the circum- 
stances of the case and must have known 
that these men might be serviceable at the | 
trial. Why was he so obliging to an old 
friend? 

The more that is learned of this queer 
case the more mysterious it appears. It 
will take more explanation than has been 
vouchsafed by the officials to clear it up.

| NOT FOR PUBLIC BENE?IT, BUT FOR USE 


OF ONE OF HIS RAILWAYS. 


Interesting History of This Pet Project of 
the Pacific Railread King—tThe Santa 
Monica and San Pedro Harborse~Con- 
test Now on Before the Committee of 
Commerce.

Huntington, the Pacific ralroad magnate, 
who hes taken up quarters in this city for 
the purpose of securing the passage of a 
funding bill favorable to the big corporation 
in which he Is interested, is not content with 
Gemanding that the Government shall make 
the Pacific railroad a present of $50,000,000 in 
the readjustment of their debt. He now ap- 
pears in a new role before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce with a demand that the 
sum of $4,000,000 gnall be appropriated to 
ersate an artificial harbor on the coast of 
Callfornia for the exclusive Wenefit of 
another of his pet corporations, the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Co. In the effort to enforce 
this demand Mr. Huntington has enjoyed the 
active co-operation and assistance of Senator 
John P. Jones of Nevada, whose interest in 
the enterprise is just coming to light under 
circumstances that threaten a Senatorial 
scandal. The record in the ease is altogether 
documentary and speaks for itself. 

Mr. Huntington's proposed enterprise is 
the construction of an artificial harbor at 
Santa Monica, Cal., by means of a stone 
breakwater, and in order that the Southern 
Pacific Railroad may secure an outlet from 
Los Angeles, Cal., and one which can al- 
ways be maintained as an exclusive termi- 
nal, guaranteed from competition by nat- 
ural surroundings and the ownership of 
neighboring property. In his new project 
Mr. Huntington encountered the opposition 
oftbeentire California delegation in Con- 
gress, who favor the bullding of the break- 
water at San Pedro, which is the terminus of 
several lines of railroad, but the multi 
) millionaire is not easily discouraged by op- 
position and expresses the utmost confidenee 
of being ableto ‘*convince’’ Congress that 
his plan is the only feasible one. 

AN INTERESTING HISTORY. 

The history of tifis contest over the loca- 
tion of a breakwater is peculiar and inter- 
esting. San Pedro was the natural port of 
entry for Los Angeles for a quarter of a con- 
tury and no one thought ofany other landing 
for this locality. The Southern Pacific made 
a terminus there more than twenty years 
ago, and for nearly that length of time it 
owned the only railroad connecting Los An- 
geles with the Pacific Ocean. For a long 
period freights were handied by means of 
lighters plying between San Pedro and tbe 
Geep-sea vessels at anchor outside. In 1878. 
She Southern Pacific Ratiroad Co. bought up 
the Los Angeles 4 Independence Raliway, 
a road which had been hüllt by several capi- 
talists, including Senator John P. Jones, for 
the avowed purpose of destrnying the Pacific 
Railroad monopoly. Te road extends from 
Los Augeles toa wharf at Santa Monica, an 
old Spanish grant then Owned exclusively by 
Senator Jones and Arcadia B. De Baker. This 
tract extended several miles along the coast, 
and fronted on the ocean in a series of bluffs, 
at the base of which was a narrow strip of 
land covering less than 150 feet in width. The 
north end of this strip entered an inaccessi- 
die click, and the only approach to it was 
from the south. In his purchase, Mr. Hun- 
tington secured the exclusive right of way 
throughout the entire water front, which 
would effectually shut out competition for 
all time to come. 

At that time Mr. Huntington nad no use for 
the Santa Monica terminal, and in 188? the 
Southern Pacific extended its line from San 
Pedro to San Pedro Point, a Aais- 
tance of about two miles, and dy the con- 
struction of a wharf, brought cars and deep 
sea shipstogether. For ten years, all the 
freight trafic between Los Angeles and the 
coast was carried on by way of San Pedro, 
the Southern Pacific having abandoned the 
Santa Monica terminal after blowing up their 
wharf with dynamite. In 1890, however, 
‘the Los Angeles Terminal Railway connect- 
ing with the Atchison & Topeka Railroad, 
bulltinto San Pedro and began to compete 
with the Soutbern Pacific for freight and 
passenger trame, At the same time the Gov- 
ernment was petitionedto improve San Pe- 
dro Harbor by bulidinga sea-wall, in order 
that vessels of the greatest draught could 
not only safely land at that port but could 
seek shelter in it during storms. 

Mr. Huntington’s enterprises have always 
found competition exceedingly distasteful, 
and inthis case he began to look about him 
witha view tosecuring another terminal, 
which might be maintained as exclusive. 
The old Santa Monica purchase again 
became valuable to the Southern 
Pacific, in view ofthe fact that the pecultar 
character of the water front and the exciu- 


sive rights controlled by the road aran- 
teed Mr. Huntington against the easel enter. 
prising rival. It became necessary, how- 
ever, in order to make Santa Monica val- 
uable, that San Pedro Harbor should not be 
improved. The Pacific Rallroads then con- 
trolled the entire frontage of the port of San 
Francisco and the only accessible wharf line 
of Oakland. If san Pedro could be abandoned 
the monopoly of the Pacific railroads in 
every port would be secured. 
HUNTINGTON STEPS IX.
